Horses, one ot the earliest animals to be domesticated, 
present numerous problems for research. There is too 
much irregularity in breeding, and too heavy a toll is taken 
of yearlings and two-year-olds by red worms and other 
parasites. 

Grass sickness, deficiency diseases and other unsolved 
problems must be still turthcr investigated and prevented. 

Greater knowledge and proper feeding and management 
will improve performance and create a wider under- 
standing and better care ot the horse. 

Work upon some ot these problems has begun at the 
Equine Research Station at Newmarket.

Milk is the nation's Priority Food Number One. More 
and better milk will be obtained by improving the health of 
dairy herds and by securing the more regular breeding of 
the cows. 

Control and prevention of disease will make for smoother 
management on dairy farms. 

Milk ot unimpeachable quality will increase the demand 
of the consumer for all dairy produce and will directly 
raise the level of health of the nation.

Goats produce milk ot high quality and purity not yet 
properly appreciated by the public. 

Fuller knowledge of their right feeding and fresh research 
into their ailments are necessary. If it is asked why the 
veterinary profession must be encouraged to interest itself 
more keenly in the problems of goat health the answer is: 
the fostering of more scientific interest in this animal and 
its management will lead to increased production, and a 
wider appreciation of the value of goat's milk.

Good Health! 

The "Roast Beef of Old England" is one ot our 
traditional foods. It is a high priority food and needs to be 
in more plentiful supply. The quality of beef is affected by 
breeding, rearing and feeding and by the health of store 
cattle. These can each be unproved by scientific investi- 
gation and management. 

A good deal of meat is lost to the consumer because of 
disease and much more is not produced because of 
infertility among the breeding herds. 

Closer study of these problems will handsomely repay 
cattle owners and the community, in unproved herds, in 
increased meat production and m better by-products. It 
will also save much loss from condemned meat. 
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Goo(l Health! 

The Pig, for centuries, has been a food producer all over 
tlie world, in triipical as in temperate countries. The hazards 
ot pig-kccping, however, arc still great. A lot of research 
upon the nature and control ot infectious diseases remains 
to be done; more knowledge of pig husbandry and manage- 
ment will greatly benefit the industry. Especially severe are 
losses among young pigs. Further investigation will reduce 
them, while greater knowledge and care of the pig at all 
stages in its growth will secure additional supplies of bacon 
and pork. 
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Good Health! 

The Sheep makes a considerable contribution to the 
health and comfort of mankind. Mutton is the staple food 
of many peoples and woollen garments hold an unchal- 
lenged position for protection against cold. Great as is this 
contribution it could be improved. 

It is surprising how much lamb and mutton are lost 
from deaths during lambing and in early life. Parasites 
cause many deaths and lowering of condition. Scientific 
knowledge of many sheep diseases is available and its 
proper application will reduce these losses. Yet further 
research is needed to bring about the control of other forms 
of disease. 

Increased research and better apphcation ot available 
knowledge will increase the value of the meat produced and 
the quantity and quality of the wool. 
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Good Health! 

A SMALL animal that helps to feed us is the domesticated 
rabbit. Many of its ailments have not yet been scientifically 
investigated. A large proportion of its parasitic disease 
could be controlled. Here again research can — as with other 
tur-bearing animals — lead to uicrcased meat production 
and to more and better pelts and to higher-quality furs.

P () u L T R Y of all sorts — to wis, ducks, turkeys and geese — 
help food production by their flesh and by their eggs. 
Intensive methods ot production emphasise the need for 
miproving their stamina. More research and greater 
application ot present knowledge are needed to reduce 
losses Irom disease in adult and in young stock alike. 
Improved veterinary services tor poultrv will increase egg 
and poultry meat production. 

The habits, management and troubles ot pigeons and 
cage birds require investigation. 
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Good Health! 

Dogs will gain troni a wider appreciation of their proper 
management. Distemper and its complications remain the 
big problem of the dog world, while nervous diseases, 
including hysteria, can be overcome only by persistent 
research. Further scientific investigation aims at sounder 
breeding, with less trouble tor mother and pups. Many 
skin diseases are not yet understood; their effective control 
depends upon securing more knowledge. Less trouble tor 
companion dogs will result from a wiser understanding ot 
their feeding and care in the home. 

Problems affecting both greyhounds and domesticated 
dogs are to be tackled at the Canine Research Station.
